The case of Detective A. J. Lucas comes 
up for trial today. The charges have here- 
tofore been published. They donot appear 
to rest upon any hrm foundation beyond 
the testimony which, it is expected, the 
boy Elton will give.

His right name is 
Odeh Silverstone. He came to this countr 
from England about one year ago, abscond- 
ing like £50 of the firm’s 
money with whom he was employed, having 
from the very first done a system 
of swindiiang and embezzlement. Then 
in the provinces he used his brother’s 


name in @ most shameful manner. 
e thoroughly steeped vice 
and wickedness—past all redemption. 


He beat his way across the continent to this 
State, and has been beating every one with 
whom he has come in contact ever since. 
in San Francisco he beat the Young Men’s 
Christian Association and also. several 
Christian ladies who took pity on him on 
accountof his apparent yo. thful and desti- 
tute condition, and those ladies he after- 
‘wards slandered in a shameful manner A 
favorite scheme of his was te find out the

He would 
prefer to vell a lie to the truth on all occa- 
sious, yet he looks as innocent as a lamb. 
He is the most hypocritical villain I ever 
met, especiaily for a young man. He has 
certainly imposed upon the police of your 
city, and itis only a matter of time until 
they find it out.

He will yet make it lively for some of the 
officers of this State, for he makes crime a 
study, and will doanything to accomplish 
his desire.

VOLTTAIRE. 


THE GREAT FRENCH PORT, PHI-| 


LOSOPHER AND INFIDEL 


Hon. George R. Wendling in An- 
other Delightful Lecture — He 
Treftts the French Infidel and His 
Doctrines with No Tender Hand. 


Hon. George R. Wendling was compli- 
mented last night by a well-filled house. 
Word of the excellence and literary polish 
of his lectures has gone about the city, and 
the people made a liberal response. 

The lecturer took for his theme last night 
“Voltaire, or an Evening with the French 
Infidel.” He said at the beginning that he 
proposed speaking of those phases of life 
and the writings of Voltaire which have 
called forth so much diseussion,. He as- 
serted that Voltaire in every particular, ex- 
cept so faras he ackndsviedged the exist- 
ence of a God, was the incarnation of infi- 
delity. He was a poet, an essayist, a 
dramatist, an historian. No man wrote as 
much in as many fields of human life as he 
but in. all things he was an infidel, and 
every line and every work he ever wrote 
tended in that direction. 

Before going into the lecture the speaker 
said he would give his gt ag of that 
much-abused word infidel. As he used the 
word infidel, it meant one who opposes or 
the 

TEACHINGS OF CIRIST, 

and Voltaire was that upon every side of 
his character. Voltaire’s history, he said, 
was as fascinating as any romance of the 
French school. He briefly reviewed the 
career of the French author from birth to 
death, touching at length upon each of his 
great works. The first of these to attract 
marked attention was the tragedy ‘“‘Oedipe.” 
It was or but only because of. certain 
parts of the play wherein the church and 
the priesthood were scoffed at, and these 
were the lines which gained applause. 

The secand great thing produced was be- 
gun while the author was confined in the 
Bastile, and finished shortly after his re- 
lease. It was “Henriade,” unquestionably 
the greatest epic of French literature, a 
poem which the French, and even less en- 
thusiastic neighbors across the channel, 
lauded to the skies, and which had a wider 
publication than any other book of its 
time. It was all infidelity. 

The poet continued his work as he wan- 
dered about from city te country-place, and 
from chateau to city. He was the most 
popular author of the day. He corre- 
sponded with Frederick the Great, who Was 
also a free thinker, and at last, at the 
latter’s sdlicitation, went to the Prussian 
court as the guest of its King. Ue was 
féted, petted and 

ALMOST WORSHIPED, 
but even these two great minds, that ad- 
vocated so great a liberality of thought, 
could not agree, and Voltaire finally went 
from the Prussian capital in disgrace, with 
the greatest indignities heaped upon him. 

He retired in his declining years toa 
chateau in Switzerland, and there, under 
the shadow of the Alps, he sent out that 
blast against the lowly Nazarene, ‘“‘Crush 
the Infamous,” and the people, taking up 
the ery, said “Yes, crush him.” Whilein 
this retreat the great infidel published that 
famous dictionary, and one Saturday night 
in the month of May, 1778, Voltaire died 
in the eity of Paris. 

This was the career, in brief, of the man. 
During all of his life he wasa man without 
ahome. “And,” saidthe speaker, it 
ever occur to you that all of. the great infi- 
dels were homeless, restless, vagrant men. 
Infidelity is the arch destroyer of home. 
lt has no words of tenderness for an old 
man oran old woman. It has no music; 
its hoarse voice is a tuneless voice. It 
paints no pictures; it has no poetry. There 
is nothing of quiet or repose in a)! the liter- 
ature of infidelism.”’ 

The speaker here paid a most tender 
tribute to that dearest of all familiar songs, 
‘Home, Sweet Home,’ and said that so 
long asthat was the heme lullaby of the 
country, he had nothing to fear from Tom. 
Paine or Voltaire. He was vigorously ap- 


plauded. 

Infidelity, he pursued, was 

THE DESTROYER OF ALL REVERENCE. 
Its followers were men who laughed and 
gibed at everything and reaped what they 
sowed. ‘They destroyed all reverence. The 
Liberal League of Chicago were intendin 
to place a statue in one of the parks of tha 
city to Paine, but let them write the word 
Thomas in letters so large that they would 
span the city, and yet to the succeeding 
generations the man would be known as 
simply Tom Paine. In after years a few 
followers might say Robert, but the great 
majority would always say Bob Ingersoll. 

‘The infidel says that his belief is the be- 
lief of free thought and intellectual pro- 

ess, but no assertion is so utterly false. 

‘here is neither in it. The infidels are to- 
day where Voltaire was, and Voltaire never 
said anything but what had been uttered 
before he was born.” Take away his master 
sarcasm and irony, his wit, and his peculiar 
and pleasing modes of expression, and 
there is nothing in all the great Frenchman 
wrote but had been said before. In all the 
1200 pages of his dictionary there was not 
one new thought. And yet the infidels 
would give free thought and intellectual 
progress. In reality they give at the latter 
part of the nineteenth -century just what 
existed in the middle of the eighteenth. 

The infidels, too, he said, attempt to ridi- 
cule and scoff at the preacher. 

FROM NORTH TO SOUTH, 

East to West of this country there is a class 
of men, poorly paid, living in poor homes, 
with the future dark for their wives and 
children when death comes to them, who 
are laboring ceaselessly from morn to night, 
by sunlight and by starlight, for the poor of 
the earth and for all destitute, dying hu- 
manity. They are the preachers, and,he 
who would stab at them and their work is a 
coward at heart. * 

There are in this country, he said, a vast 
number of these preachers who are all un- 
wittingly going over to infidelism. There 


blood for Christ, and yet they are arraying 
themselves against Him. The are the 
preacher-politicians, ‘The infidels Say that 
the worst wars and the most horrible tor- 
tures of the world were instigated by the 
priesthood. Yes, quite true; but then in 
every instance the priesthood were the tools 
of the politicians. Some man upon the 
throne, or some aspirant for the throne, was 
furthering his ends through the priests. 

This same thing of politics in the pulpit 
was driving us toa revolt, as it drove the 
French. They answered Voltaire’s ery of 
“crush the infamous” because they were’ 
weary of the coalition of

No good could come of it for religion. 
“Fancy,” he said, “the apostle Paul one of 
the immortal 306 at Chicago, or St. John in 
the lobby of the State Capitol.”” The al- 
liance between priests and politicians was 
a good thing for the politicians, but death 
to the priests. 

To look then at Voltaire, continued the 
speaker, what did he offer or give to the 
common people of that beautiful city of his 
death? Nothing. In his old age he gave 
liberally to certain charities from his own 
funds, and in some particular cases did some 
good for men with his pen, but in the whole 
what did he give to the people. He only 
roused them to revolt against the political, 
priests. and prepared them for the revolu- 
tion. Heclaimed.a great benevolence and

OF LIFE. 


‘A POOR SERVANT GIRL SINKS 
HER SOUL IN WATER. 


How She Plunged Into the Arms of 
the Great Hereafter—No Reason 
for the Kash Act—On the Coid 
Slab at the Morgue. | 


About 2 o’clock yesterday -afternoon a 
telephone message was received at the po- 
lice station that a woman had been drowned 
in reservoir No. 4; that it was supposed to 
be a case of suicide, and asking that an of- 
ficer be sent atonee. <A ‘Times reporter at 
once went out to the reservoir named, on 
‘Temple street, and finding everything quiet, 
came back to town, thinking that some one 
had perpetrated a silly hoax. ‘The mounted 
officer was seen, however, who had been 
sent out to the place, when it was 
learned that theré had been a mis- 
take, and that the drowning was in 
the City Water Company’s reservoir out on 
Buena Vista street. Inquiry ab the Cor- 
oner’s office confirmed the reperf, and as 
the dead wagon was just going for the 
body, the reporter secured a seat, and went 
out tothe reservoir, where the body was 
found at the extreme end of the reservoir, 
where it was lying on the bank, partially 
covered with grass, to protect it from the 
rays of the sun. The body was that of a 
woman, apparently about 50 years of age, 
plainly but neatly dressed in a dark dress, 
close fitting, with coarse shoes and white 
stockings. A plain black straw hat was 
lying by the side of the corpse, and near by 
was a brown leather satchel. There was 
blood on the face, caused by a scratch on 
the forehead, inflicted in dragging the body 
out of the water. , 

PREMEDITATED SUICIDE. 

From inquiries made on the spot, it was 
found that the drowning, which was wit- 
nessed by several persons, was a deliberate 
suicide. Several boys who were out shoot- 
ing in the neighborhood saw the whole 
affair, as well as F. U. Quirtoa, who was 
alsoan eye witness. The latter said that he 
had come out for a walk, and was near the 
reservoir, when he saw the woman on the 
top of the hill, She came down the cajion, 


@ walking deliberately to the edge of the 


reservoir, where she removed her hat, and, 
laying her wrap and satchel on the 
ground, went on the stone wall which 
encircles the reservoir and jumped into 
the water. Allof the boys ran at once to 
the place, and one of them removed his 
coat and shoes and jumped in after the 
woman, but she struggled so violently that 
he was compelled to let go and save him- 
self, and shé at once sank to the bottom in 
about 18 feet of water. The boys at once 
gave the alarm and summoned the man in 
charge of the reservoir and the superin- 
tendent, who secured a rope and grappling 
irons, and ina few minutes recovered the 
body, when the Coroner was notified. 
WHO THE WOMAN WAS. 

Coroner Meredith at once madean ex- 
amination of the corpse to see what could 
be found to establish the dead woman’s 
identity. Inthe pocket of the dress was 
found a purse, in which there was about $40 
in gold coin and notes, and a receipted bill 
ot #53 of the Los Angeles Infirmary (Sis- 
ters’ Hospital) of date March 20, 1888, for 


four weeks board, doctors’ fee and 
medicine, the name given being that 
of Miss M. Kiordan. There were no 


other letters or papers. In the satchel 
there was a dark polonaise, or overskirt, but 
no, other clothing, and a long stripof rubber 
bandage. Ohe of the woman’s legs was 
also wrapped with the same kind of band- 

This was all that was found, and the 
body was then put in the coffin and brought 
to the morgue, where an inquest will be 
held at 7 o’clock this evening. 

. A DOMESTIC IN THIS CITY. 

Following the clew offered by the hos 
pital bill, it was learned that she had. come 
to the Sisters’ Hospital from the residence 
ot the Catholic bishop in this city, but 
nothing further than this was known, In- 
el at the Cathedral, however, settied the 
whole matter. Rosa Welch, the bishop’s 
housekeeper, said that Miss Riordan came 
to Los Angeles from Cleveland. O., last 
September, and secured a situation to do 
secqgnd work in the bishop’s residence, 
where she had remained until 10 weeks ago, 
when she was taken sick and went to the 
hospital, where.she remained four weeks. 
She then went to Santa Monica, where she 
has a sister working in the Arcadia 
Hotel, to recuperate. She came back to this 
cit Tuesday, and secured a room, and her 
sister came up Wednesday, when she had 
given up the room, but did not say where 
she was going, and what she was going to 
do. She acted very queerly all day Wednes- 
day, and appeared ill at ease, but said noth- 
ing as to her troubles, if she had any. Miss 
Welch said that the girl was a general 
favorite in tne house, but always kept to 
herself, and that her sad death was a great 
shock to them all, as there was no cause, so 
far as they knew, for her rash act. 

Miss Riordan’s sister at Santa Monica has 
been notified of her death, and will! be in 
atthe inquest today, when some light may 
be shed on the sad affair. 


TAK MURDERED HUSBAND. 


Why Mrs. Waters Killed Her Husband 
—A Poor Tramp. 

John Buckley, the man who was run over 
and crushed by the overland train on the 
Santa Fé road, Wednesday night, died at 
the County Hospital yesterday. He re- 
fused to tell anything about the accident 
and how it occurred, but told the physician 
before his death that his name was John 
Buckley, that he was 36 years of age, and a 
native of New York. The physician said 
that he was very drunk when he was 
brought to the hospital, and his injuries 
were of such a nature that amputation was 
not attempted, as it was seen that it was 
whelees. he body was brought to the Cor- 
oner’s, where an inquest was held by Cor- 
oner Meredith at 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
roon. Only two witnesses were examined, 
and the jury returned a verdict that the de-

THE WATERS INQUEST. 

Coroner Meredith held an inquest last 
evening on the body of Peter Waters, the 
man who was shot by his wife on the even- 
ing of May ist on San Fernando street, and 
who died at the County Hospital trom the 
effects of his wounds Wednesday evening 
at 7:45 o'clock. Quite a number of wit- 
nesses were examined, among them Police 
Officer Marden, Mr. Luckenback, DrvI. E, 
Cohn and B. G. Fallon. 

Ofticer Marden detailed the facts of the 
shooting and the arrest of Mrs. Waters, 
substantially the same as_ heretofore pub- 
lished, and said that Waters had asked for 
a gun when lying op the sidewalk that he 
might shoot his wife. 

y far the most important testimony was 
ee of B. G. Fallon, a butcher, who was in

prior to the shooting. Mr. Fallon, on being 
sworn, said that he was_in the restaurant 
a short time prior to the _ shooting, 
when Waters. caine into the place, 
and, applyin an opprobious  ep- 
ithet to his wife, asked- her if she had 
said that she would shoot him if he ever 
came into her house. Mrs. Waters replied 
that she had nof%aid this, but told him that 
she wanted him t6“keep away from her. 
waotees then grabbed his wife and kicked 

r, and said that he had come to finish her, 
when she appealed to the witness for ot 
asking him not to allow her husband to kill 
her. Fallon and another man in the res- 
taurant then grabbed Waters, who at- 
tempted to draw a revolver, but was ejected 
from the house, when he pulled his weapon 
and pointed it at the other man, who ran 
away. Witness then got Mrs. Waters to f° 
into a back room, when, at her request, he 
went for an officer. On his way he met 
Waters going in the direction of the res- 
taurant, but did not speak to him. He con- 
tinued up the street and met an officer com- 
ing down the street in company with Mrs. 
Waters’s son, who had been previously sent 
out for that purpose, and while talking with 
them they heard pistol shots, when the po- 
liceman weptin the: direction from which 
they came, and he followed, and when they 
had gone some distance: they saw a crowd 
on the sidewalk, and he recognized Mrs, 
Waters standing by

whom he recognized as Waters. Mrs. Waters 


ceased came to his death from injuries in- 


said to him (Fallon) that she “twas com- 
pelled to do this, or he (Waters) would 
have killed her.’ He said nothing to Wat- 
ers at the time, and bad not been to see him 
since the shooting. He had known Waters 
and his wife for two years, having made 
their acquaintance .in Oakland, and had 
known Waters to abuse his wife. He said 
that he haa seen Waters drunk a number or-> - 
times, and that he was php quarrelsome 

when under the influence of liquor, but that 
he did not think that he was drunk when 


he came into the restaurant, as he was 


strong, and did not act like a drunken man, 

Dr. I E. Cohn testified that he had made 
a postmortem on the body of Peter Waters. 
He described the location of the bullet 
wounds, three in number, and secured two 
of the bullets. -The Doctor was of the 
opinion that death ensued from blood pois- 
ome caused by the wounds he had re- 
ceived, 

The jury returned a verdict that the de- 
ceased, Peter Waters, aged 55 years, came 
to his death from gunshot wounds inflicted 
by a gun in the hands of his wife.

Changes Among San Francisco Pa- 
| pers. 
[Evening Post, May 7.| 

As was announced in yesterday’s 
issue, the Post is the only evening news- 
paper -in San Francisco that receives 
the Associated Press reports. From 
that date the Bulletin, with its business 
partner, the Call, is excluded from the 
only extended newsgathering organ- 
ization in the country. It is not the 
purpose of this journal to injure the 
feelings of the proprietor of its rival 
by reviewing the circumstances that 
led up to its exclusion. It may be 
stated, however,-that the trouble dates 
from the time that the present manage- 
ment of the Post took the lead in estab- 
lishing the Associated Press report for 
Pacific Coast news. Up to that time 
the Bulletin had practically a monopoly 
of coast news. ‘The new service, how- 
ever, was so far ~ and pressed 
the Bulletin so hard that the means it 
adopted to counteract the effects ot the 
Post’s activity violated conditions of 
the Associatea Press franchise. The 
privileges have consequently been with- 
drawn. 

The exclusive possession of the news 
of the world places the Post in a posi- 
tion of extraordinary udvantage. Itis 
hardly necessary to assure our readers 
that no special system of collecting 
news can compare with the Associ- 
ated Press. The Associated Press in- 
cludes 2000 papers in the United States 
from which it collects news, It em- 
ploys over 4000 agents and news collec- 
tors of itsown. It has correspondents 


in Europe,and has the full line of | 


Reuter’s telegrams, the great news dis- 
tributor of Europe, and access to the 
— of the London papers. It is 
absolutely impartial. None of its news 
is colored by political or personal views. 
The association includes and supplies 
on ers of all political and religious be- 
iefs. It is free from scandal, and it is 
conducted by the owners of the largest 
and most responsible newspapers in 
America. 
No private enterprise can compete 
with such an association, and any that 
retends to compete with it is a fraud. 
t is only possible unless by an expendi- 
ture that would bankrupt any newspa- 
per. All that can be done is to roe 
an agent in Chicago to forward suc 
news as may be published in the first 
editions of ‘the Chicago papers. Such 
an agent is, of course, excluded from 
the newspaper offices under the Asso- 
ciated Press agreement. The latter, 
therefore, is from one to three hours 
ahead of any Such method of pilfering, 
for it can geanto the offices and receive 
.news long before it is pub- 
ished. | 
The enterprise that the Post has 
shown since the present management 
ussumed control will be continued, The 
Post has the money to get the news 
wherever it may be, and will. spare no 
rang es to present it. We have no wish 
to boast of what has beén done, but the 
recent Republican Convention is a fair 
instance of the Post’s policy. This jour- 
nal sent a staff of correspondents to 
Sacramento, and received by telegraph 
from four to five columns daily—the 
only full account, in fact, of the pro- 
ceedings.

Annual Meeting of the Canadian Pacific—The Com- 
_ pany Makes a Prosperous Show!ng—Report 
of the Southern Pacific Come . 
pany for Last Year. 


Py Telegraph to The Times. 
TOPEKA (Kan.), May 10.—[By the Asso. 
ciated Press.| The annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé was held here today. All the 
directors were reélected unanimously. The 
following were elected general officers: 
William B. Strong, president; C. W. Smith, 
first vice-president; A. A. Robinson, second 
vice-president; J. F. Goddard, third vice- 
president; George R. Peck, general solic- 
itor; George W. McCreary, general coun- 
sel; E. Wilder, secretary and treasurer; 
ieorge L. Goodwin, assistant secretary and 
treasurer; John P. Whitehead, comptroller 
and general auditor; Alfred A. Glassier, 
transfer agent. 
The annual report was presented and ap- 
proved. President Strong delivered an ad- 
dress to the stockholders, in which he dis- 
discussed, among other things, the relations 
of the company to its employés, the public 
and other railroads. Among other things, 
he said: 

“In the recent strike on the western roads 
the public were soon made painfully aware 
that most of the companies were striving 
eagerly to protect themselves while entirely 
indifferent as to what should befall their 
rivals. This is, perhaps, natural, but I wish 
the time might come when railroad com- 
panies would act upon the principle that 
they are not entirely rivals, but servants of 
a common master, the public. [ deny the 
rig of a railway company, as I do that of 
a labor organization, to punish the public 
for the sake of punishing a rival or ad- 
vancing its own apparent interest.” 

Mr. Stiong then referred to the strike ex- 
tending over the Atchison system, and 
said: ‘‘The course pursued by the manage- 
ment of our company was one which I am 
glad to say received the sanction of public 
sentiment throughout the country, and hap- 
pily resulted in a resumption of work.”

UNEASY ERIN. 


Gladstone Declares Home Rule Only 
a Question of Time. 

Lonpon, May 10.--[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| An address signed by 3730 
dissenting ministers was presented to Glad- 
stone yesterday expressing their sympathy 
with him in his efforts to reconcile Eng- 
land and Ireland. 

In reply to the address Gladstone said 
that during the present session the Parnell- 
ites, despite the pressing need of Ireland, 
had refrained from urging their claims, and 
had assisted the Goverament to expedite 
business. Whether or not Parliament was 
employed at this or that given time in dis- 
cussing Ireland, it was Ireland alone that 
truly held the key to legislation. The 
Government knew that Nation was without 
home rule, and therefore guided the affairs 
ot Pafifament so as to delay the time when 
a ministry would be in power pledged to 
propose home ruie for Ireland. The 
majority in the House of Commons 
thought they could go on for five years. 
They put this against his life as an old man, 
but the life of an old or young man would 
not effect a final settlement. [Cheers.| 
Justice would be done to Lreland ere long. 
National sentiment “would assert itself. 
The Tories plumed themselves upon being 
defenders of law and order. Instead of 
maintaining order, the Government had 
promoted murderous breaches of law. Par- 
nell was as much devoted to the mainte- 
nance of law and order as any one. Neither 
he nor Parnell vindicated the plan of cam- 
paign. The Government’s conduct had 
created the plan of ore by making 
law odious to the people. ‘Lhe object of the 
Government seemed to be to insult, exas- 
perate and degrade the Irish. As soon as 
the terrible facts regarding the suffering in 
Ireland were brought home to the upright, 
minds of the people of England, they wow 
unite to redress the sad 
[ Cheers. ]

OOL. J. P. SANFORD. 


The Great Traveler Entertains the 
VUld Soldiers. 

‘Last evening Col. J. P. Sanford gave the 
first of the series of three lectures he pro- 
poses giving for the benefit of the General 
Relief Committee of the G.A.R. The au- 
dience, which gathered in Armory Hall, 
was by no means what it ought te have, 
been, considering the fact that Col. Sanford 
occupies a position in the front rank of 
lecturers. The title of the lecture last night 
was happily chosen. “Old Times and New” 
gave wide scope for the lecturer to exer- 
cise the happy faculty he evidently pos 
sesses of imparting the knowledge he 
has gained of many lands during 19 
years of travel, and while amusing 
and entertaining his audience, instructing 
them at the same time. Most probably, not 
one rson left the hall last evening, 
after listening to Col. Sanford’s lecture, 

sparkling as itdid with wit and humor, 
and appropriately illustrated by an appar- 
entl nexhaustible flow of anecdote, 
but left it with a mind enriched with facts 
unknown before, relating to countries and 
peoples the seas. 

L. H. hitson of Stanton Post in the 
briefest of terins, introduced Col. Sanford 
to the audience, and, previous to commenc- 
ing the lecture proper, the Colonel stated 
that there were two reasons why, on the 

resent occasion, he wished that a 
engthier introduction had been given. 
There were many things that the gentieman 
who had so kindly introduced him could not 
tell them, because he didn’t know, and there 
Were, again, other things that he 
would rather they did not know, but, if 
there was one —— above another 
that he was good for, it was for traveling. 
Asa boy he always wanted to travel, and 
in that wish his friends acquiesced—they 
wished him to travel. His desire was grati- 
fied, and at an early age he left home to see 
the outside world. lit is common to hear 
people speak of the universal weeping that 
characterized their departure from home 
for the first time. There was no weeping; 
indeed, everyone seemed rather more 
cheerful than usual when it was known 
that he was about tocommence his travels. 
Having crossed the Atlantic 19 times and 
traveled around the globe three times, he 
conimenced to utilize the knowledge he had 
gained by lecturing. One of the first lec- 
tures he prepared was entitled “Floating 
and Drifting.” “It is an excellent lecture,” 
said Col. Sanford. “I only gave it once, 
tor the audience went floating , one by one, 
out of the house. People present heard 
points they had _ never heard put 
torward before, and they professed no burn- 
ing desire to hear it again. Such being the 
case, ‘Floating ana Drifting’ was dropped 
altogether.” 

W ith these few preliminary remarks, Col. 
Sanford humorously explained how he be- 
came such a great traveler, and also how he 
entered the field as a public lecturer. 

Briefly scanning the landmarks which 
marks important events in the history of 
the American Nation, and which we are 
accustomed to view with reverence, not 
only on aceount.of their association, but 
their age, with rapid flight he took nis 
audience In an imaginary voyage across the 
Atlantic, and under the vaulted domes of 
Westminster Abbey, with the moulder- 
ing dustof the Saxon kings around the 
ordinary idea of age was changed. Witha 
brief stay ia lreland, thence to the Grecian 
capital, where, while treading on the same 
Mars hill made ever illustrious by the elo- 
quence of St. Paul and Demosthenes, nar- 
row and insular ideas regarding what is 
really ancient receive another rude shock, 
and on again across the Mediter- 
ranean to Egypt, the land of mys- 
tery. This portion of the lecture was par- 
ticularly interesting. The massive structures 
peer) back for thousands of years; the 
solid blocks of hewn rock each weighing 
hundreds of tons,and removed hundreds 
of miles from the quarry, present questions 
to the mind asto how they were built, by 
what engineering skill and with what ap- 
paratus, that have for years puzzled the 
ablest minds, but so far it is a mystery— 
mystery on every hand in Egypt. These 
various points were enlarged upon by the 
lecturer and a graphic description was 
given of the great pyramids and the ruins 
of Baalbeck. 

From Egypt the imaginary voyagers were 
taken to inspect wonders of India, the tem- 

le at Benares and glories of the Taj 

ahal. Thence to China, when that stu- 
fpendous work, the great wall of China, was 
described at length. 

Coming down to comparatively recent 
times, Pompeii—the buried city—telling its 
concentrated story of everyday life, as con- 
trasted with the monuments of man’s lust 
for power, as éxhibited in the lands pre- 
viously visited, was deseribed with minute 

articularity. The palaceof Diomede, with 
ts 17 bodies lying in attitude as when 
stricken by death; one man with fear filling 
his soul, but grasping tightly to his breast 
the gold that lay in his close embrace 
through the centuries. The Roman Senti- 
nel, who formed the theme for tand 
novelist, and the multitudinous objects that 
speak to the onlooker of today of home and 
home life. 7 

Rapidly surveying the steady march of 
our later civilization, the development of 
manufactures, of the arts and sciences, and 
their application to meet the needs of the 
human race, the lecturer, while denying not 
the fullest meed of praise to the wonderful 
and ofttimes majestic works of old, awarded 
the palm to the equally wonderful works of 
this, the utilitarian age. 

Landing his happy passengers back in 
Chines. the lecturer told a little story 
about himself that is worth repeating. He 
had wandered into Middleton’s Museum, 
when he saw on the wall a portrait pur- 

rting to be of himself. It had been taken 

ong before and was a base libel on the 
photographer’s art. Meeting a Greek from 
the North of freland, named Sefor Petruc- 
cio Runio—Pat Rooney for short—with 
whom he was acquainted, he thought he 
would have a little fun with him. Leading 
him in front of his photograph, he 
asked him who that was. Expecting some- 
thing very different, he was taken aback 
when Petruccio said: “Och, that’s a fellow 
ov th’ Jesse James gang.

A WANDEKING BOY. 


His Tough Experience Roughing It 
in California. 

. [San Diego Bee.] 

“Mister, will you let us climb the 
rigging ?”’ 

he speaker was a thin-faced little 

boy, and he asked the question of 
Joseph Lester, a big-hearted sailor on 
the American bark Theobald, now lying 
at the wharf at Coronado. The boy, 
with his companion, another little fel- 
low, climbed up thezmasts,when Leste 
told them they might, and sat down o 
the foretop. There they played awhi 
andthen went away. In the evening 
the boy who had spoken to Lester re- 
turned, and told the kind sailor that 
he was hungry. Lester accordingly 
gave him some money, and the boy 
went away. 

Yesterday morning he returned to 
the ship, and a little questioning 
brought out his story—one full of in- 
terest. The boy’s name is Carl Rob- 
erts. Heis13 years old, bright and 
clever, but the pinched tace and wasted 
form show that he has been starving, 
and attest the truth of his story. 

Carl lived with his parents in St. 
Louis until they died, leaving him an 
orphan when but 4 years old. His 

uncle supported him until he was 8 
years of age, a little sister being taken 
care of in the meantime by the boy’s 
grandparents. When Carl was 8 years 
old his uncle married and left St. Louis, 
since which time he has had to shift 
for himself. Three years ago a man 
named Frederickson Dubinsheimer in 
the city of St. Louis advertised for a boy 
and Carl, answering the advertise- 
ment, was accepted. Dubinsheimer 
traveled as the agent of a book that 
came out in weekly parts, the name of 
which Car] has forgotten, and the bo 
accompanied him. They went throug 
Dakota, and then down to Texas along 
to Florida. About a year ago the 
agent brought the boy toSan Diego, 
and then, giving him $2.50, told him to 
shift for himself. 

This: agent was a peculiar man and 
the boy thinks he was a criminal of 
some sort. In some places he would 
wear a wig and false whiskers, and in 
Texas he wore a false black mustache. 
When they reached San Diego Dubins- 
heimer told Carl not to call him by his 
real name, but to call bim ‘‘Shorty.” 
Since the book agent left him, Carl has 
never seen the fellow anywhere.

ANACAPA. 


Island. 
- [Santa Barbara Press.] 

Yesterday morning the sloop Ocean 
King, Capt. Charles Cibby, arrived 
from Anacapa Island with E. Elliott, 
the owner of the island, and F. N. 
Dancaster, who had been over there on 
a short pleasure trip. The gentlemen 
were met on the wharf yesterday morn- 
ing just as they were bringing some of 
their interesting spoils from the boat, 
by our pencil pusher, and told him of 
some of the beautiful and interesting 
sights they had seen. They were very 
euthusiastic in their praise of the won- 
erful beauty and grandeur of different 
portions of the island; of the great 
variety of ferns and flowers that grow 
and thrive there and of the picturesque 
scenery, and described in glowing 
terms some of the interesting spots 
they had visited. 

The gentlemen stated that many 
people are of the opinion that when 
Anacapa Island is spoken of a single 
island is meant, but, on the contrary, 
three separate islands are alluded to. 
The entire length of the three islands, 
which may. not improperly be called 
the Anacapa group, is between five and 
six miles, and they average between 
oné-half and three-quaiters of a mile 
in width. The altitude of the highest 

ak on one of the islands is about 900 

eet, and the altitude of the other two 
islands averages about 400 feet. 

One of the most interesting and 
beautiful things seen by the party was 
a large cave situated in the east end of 
the island furthest to the west. It has 
a narrow entrance about 50 feet long, 
and through this the waters of the old 
Pacific enter and form a small bay in 
the interior. The main room of the cave 
is about 100 feet wide, 225 feet long, and 
about 90 feet high. A small sloop could 
be sailed right through the opening and 
anchored in the inside of the cave, in 
which there is a fine sandy beach and 
sufficient room above high-water mark 
for a large camping-ground. The 
walls of the cave were formed of many 
different kinds of rock, and their 
smoothness and variety of color added 
wonderfully to the beauty and at- 
tractiveness of the spot. 

Another sight which seemed to 
greatly excite the admiration of the 
visitors was a fine archway through a 
solid rock which stands all alone out in 
the sea. This rock is unquestionably 
the termination of the most easterly 
end of the three islands, and a ride 
through this arch in a row boat will 
amply repay a lover of the beautiful 
for the trouble and expense of making 
a trip to Anacapa. The gentlemen de- 
scribed many other wonderful spots 
which they had had the pleasure of vis- 
iting. 

The party brought back with them 
many different varieties of rare flowers 
and ferns, some abalones, a large num- 
ber of seagull eggs, and many other 
knick-knacks too numerous to mention. 
Mr. Elliott also brought over a sample 
of some alfalfa, 40 acres of which isin 
full bloom on theisland. It will also 
not be amiss to mention that some fine 
new spuds added to the. great variety 
of articles brought. home. Charles 
laébby, the master of the boat, accom- 
panied the gentlemen about the island, 
and greatly assisted them in findin 
and discovering some of the many hid- 
and treasures of the 
island.

CONSUMPTION. 


From consumers, “to waste away,” usually 
to the advanced stage of lung diease. 
he following are prominent symptoms in 
the first stage, and whenever any of them ex- 
ist a thorough examination should be made, 
with a view to arresting the disease as shown 
to exist: There is usually a sense of weari-.
